boards of adjustment.

on transportation was becoming in- 
creasingly evident, as reports 
from 


throughout the country told of 
an- 


nulment' of nearly 300 trains 
and 


combining of numerous others. 
On 


the one hand, however, were reports 
of additional replacements of strik- 
ers, with increismg efforts to safe- 
guard them, while the ranks of the 
strikers were said by union chiefs 
to have remained at full strength.

Mr. White repeated his defiance of 
the ruling of the court that to display 
signs in sympathy with the striking 
railroad 
shopmen was against the 


law. 
Mr. White said that he would 


not take down the sign which he had 
placed in the window of the office 
of his paper, the Emporia Gazette. 


WON'T REMOVE SIGN. 


"I won't take down that sign. It 


is going to stay there in my window," 
he said. 


The sign reads' 
"We are for the striking 
railway 


men, 50 per cent. We are for, a liv- 
ing wage and fair living conditions." 


REDUCED 50 PER CENT. 


As originally placed in the window 


the sign read: 


"100 per cent," but Mr* White cut 


the per cent rate and raised It to 50 
per cent yesterday. 
"~ 


Similar cards appeared simultan- 


eously in store windows at several 
points where merchants are in sym- 
pathy with the strike 
Many mer- 


chants removed them, but some have 
since followed Mr. White's leadership 
and replaced the signs on display. 


ARE STILL FRIENDS. 


Both Governor Allen and Mr. White 


have stated 
thejr personal friend- 


ship for each other -has not been ef- 
fected^ by the controversy. Mr. White 
said today 


"Judge J. McDermott of the indus- 


trial court declares that the card In 
my window is lending moral support 
to an unlawful act, and thereby cre- 
ating' an atmosphere In favor of law 
violation."

"The right to a free utterance of 


honest opinions, is a fundamental 
right. Our fathers fought for It at 
Bunker Hill and at Gettysburg, and

Ths British, free from the intense 


racial hatred which the French have 
for the Germans, look on the plan 
dispassionately. 
With the German 


nation bankrupt, with the German 
republic perhaps- destroyed and re- 
placed either with a militaristic, un- 
principled, reactionary 
government 


or one fiercely radical and bolshe- 
v.fi the Englishman recognizes that 
the last state will be much worse 
tnan the first. A half loaf will be 
better than no bread and the Ger- 
man nation will be that much sooner 
on its ieet, being a customer of oth- 
er nations, paying its debts both by 
production and trade, a healthy con- 
sumer as well as a producer, than 
if impossible reparations conditions 
remain Imposed. 


In war there is no fighter better 


than the Briton. He is dogged, de- 
termined, never knows when he is 
whipped. But when the war is over 
it Is finished. He takes things as 
they are, does the best he can with 
them, spends little time in heroics 
or regrets — and history shows that 
the stolid British tortoise wins the 
race from the emotional Latin hare. 


KEEP TEE LIBERTY BONDS. 
Hold on to the Liberty bonds. The 


fact that these securities are now 
above par should not 'nduce holders 
of the bonds to let go of them. Par- 
ticularly Is this true of the man who 
bought the bonds of small denomina- 
tions during the war from patriotic 
motives. If he still has his bonds 
he should hold them now for purely 
business reasons 


United States bonds bearing the 


rate of Interest these securities now 


carry are going still higher. The Im- 
possible has happened- again.

Your Health 


Poisoned: What to Do. 


BT BR. R. H. BISHOP. 


Every day or so the newspapers 


tell of a case of accidental poison- 
ing: in which the victim took the 
wrong medicine by mistake A little 
care and common sense could have 
prevented such an accident. 


All medicines which are poisonous 


when taken Internally are so labeled 
by the dispensing druggist or phy- 
sician. If such medicine is trans- 
ferred to another bottle the label 
also should be transferred or a new 
one made out. It Is well t< put such 
poisons on the top shelf of the med- 
icine cabinet, reserving this shelf for 
poisons only. 
Most poisons wh°n 


bought have prickly stoppers on th' 
bottles so they may be Identified in 
th» dark. Children should be cau- 
tlonea against taking any medicines 
except when the parents are at hand. 


The symptoms of poisoning varv 


with the special poison. Sud-den. se- 
vere and unexpected sickness after 
eating, drinking or taking medicine 
may be due to poison. 
• 


Delav In cases of poisoning Is us- 


ually disastrous. A doctor should be 
summoned -Immediately, but 
while 


awaiting his arrival flrst-ald should 
be given. An emetic, a medicine to 
induce the victim to vomit, is the 
first thing- to be dono In most cases. 
Tickling the throat with finger or 
feather or rlrinklng a large quan- 
tity of warm water will usually In- 
duce vomiting. 


In the case of poisoning from ccr- 


roslve poisons, an emetic Is not the 
best treatment 
Such corioslve poi- 


sons are sulphuric acid hydrochloric 
aold, nitric acid, caustic soda, potash 
and lime. Treatment should be as 
follows: 
Neutralize the poison by 


giving an alkali such as baking soda 
or scap, for acid poisoning; and 
strong fruit juices or vinegar con- 
taining acid for aUali poisoning. 
Give a large quantity of some veg- 
etable or animal oil. such as olive 
oil or castor oil, to dilute and soothe 
the burned Inner parts; finally give 
stimulant-!, such as strong ^ea or 
coffee or aromatic spirits of am- 
monia.

Republicans Have New Defense 


For High Tariff Rates 


Will Point to Fact That Bill Permits President to 


Change Them; Believe Provision Will 


Disarm Critics. 


By Mark Sullivan. 


Waslngton, D. C. July 21.—What 


Is now being attempted in the way 
ot changing' the tariff bill Is the 
same thing that happened to the tax 
bill s year ago. lu that case the 
house passedj the 
senate 
finance 


committee Indorsed, and the senate 
itself was about to pass, a measure 
in which the rats to be paid on large 
Incomes was greatly reduced from 
the war-time basis. 


As a result there was an outcry 


from the country—or, at least, the 
politicians thought there ought to 
be an outcry—on the theory that the 
rates on large Incomes were being 
materially reduced without any cor- 
responding reduction In the rates on 
smaller incomes. 


M'CORMICK LEADS.

Thereupon, In the senate, a mid- 


dle-of-the-road group, led 
"by Mc- 


Cormlclc of Illinois and Lenroot, of 
Wisconsin, gathered several senators 
around them and put through a com- 
promlso rate on larue Incomes which 
was about half way Between the 
high rates of the war-time meas- 
ure and the low rates of the new 
measures.

In the present case it is largely

leadership, that has n' the elsventh 
hour, tried to make changes in the 
tariff bill.

The circuits oj the super-regener- 


ative set described in these articles 
•will give a very fair signal without 
•using any antenna, if the receiver is 
set up within a radius of 15 miles of 
a first-class broadcasting station.

four feet on each side.

They were so thick that It 
was almost Impossible to see tha blades 
ot grass. However, tho sov beans In this

the grass had been killed tho soy bean 
plants were thriving.

free from the bugs. Experts have found 
that chinch bugs will starve to death rath- 
er than eat -soy bean plants.
